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THE GRANDJURY’S REPORT. 


Mr. F.'N. Judson Points Out the Ob- 
stacles to Certain Recommenda- 
tions, and Suggests Remedies, 

To the Mditer of the Post-Dispatch. 

‘The report of the late grandjury makca 
two recommendations for the preventicn 
of public corruption in the granting of fran- 
chises which demand thuughtful considera- 
tion. The report wisely says that the pre- 
vention, rather than the punishment, of 
crime should be the aim of the law. In- 
deed, crime is punished in order that crime 
may be prevented. 

The first recommendation is that public 
franchises shouid be suld to the hg.ies 
biader. This gues to the very root ul tue 
trouble. The granting of vaiuable fran- 
chises by public bodies for privase favour is 
the source of public corruption. As loug 
as this system continues, as iong as the 
Municipal Assembly can confer upun indi- 
viduals valuabie pubiic franchises, witavut 
public competition, we shal have fran hise 
buyers, franchise sel.ers and franchise br k- 
crs. os 

The city charter makes the rule of pub- 
lic competition obligatory in gases of puo- 


jiic improvements and pubiic works genr- 


ally, but in the cases of street ra.lway 
tranchises the charter provides that che 
Municipal oe 4 (Charter, Art. X, 8c. 
1) may sel} to the highest bidder, but there 
is no obligation to do so. It is now 
years since the charter was adopted. Muny 
Street railway grants have been made, but 
in no instance has this charter auchor.ty 
for a pubiic sale been exercised nor has any 
ordinance been enacted for oarrying into 
effect this charter power. 

In 1895 the Genera) Assembly ‘attempted 
to establish this principle for the sale of 
public franchises through the enactment of 
what is known as the “Julian Law,” Ses- 
Sion Acts of 1895, p. 68. This act requi.ed 
the publio authorities of every county and 
municipaiity as a condition precedent w 
consent for the use of its streets under any 
franchise to sell such franchise to the 
highest bidder. 

In the spring of 1898, when the Central 
Traction ordinance was pending in the Mus 
nicipal Assembiy of St. Louis, the attorney 
general brought a test suit in the Supreme 
Court against the West Side Railway 0. 
of Kansas City, whose franchise had been 
sranted without regard to the provisions 
of this Julian law. The promoters of the 
Central Traction scheme, as was also the 
Suburban railroad, then seeking an amend- 
ment to its ordinance, as aiso some of ine 
Street railway intereste of St. Louis op- 
posed to the Central Traction scheme,.were 
represented in the argument of this case. 
It was argued in opposi.ion to the law 
that the legislature had no power to inter- 
fere with the conditions to be exacted vy 
the cities of the state in the grant of 
Street railway franchises. The Supreme 
Court, however, did not pass upon this qu .s- 
tion, but decided that the act as diawn 
Was too obscure and indefinite for enfo. ce- 
mont. The case is reported in 146 Mo., Pp. 


Although Gov. Stephens called the atten- 
tion of the next general assembly to the 
importance of enacting a new law on this 
Suvject, no such action has been taken. 
There is, therefore, now nv law re uiring 
the public sale of franch's:s. Mut w ether 
legislation by the general assembly would be 
effective or not, the Municipal Assembly 
certainly can be effectively controlled by 
amendment of the charter. 

The public welfare commission committee 
of last year, in outlining the char- 
ter amendments required in the then 
emergency, ref.rred to the importance 
of charter amendment _requi ng the 
sale of franchises as one Oo 
considered ‘in a general charter revision. 
The recent disclosures emphasize the im- 
portance of this revision. . 

One of the constitutional amendments to 
be voted on |! owes 
the city to make such chartor revislon. 
The second recommendation of the grand- 
jury is that franchises shall be subject to 
annulment and resale on proof of bribery, 
the informant to receive 20 per cent of the 
price secured at the resale. While the jus- 
tice of such revocation is obvious, so far 
ree: | ep 
and theoretically the remedy now exists, 
the difficulty with such nase ts that val- 
uable franchises soon pass into the hands 
ot investors, who are induced to buy the se- 
curities based upon the franchise grants. 
The New York Court of Appeals held in the 
case of the Broadway Rallroad tnat tne in- 
terests of the innocent security holders were 
not impaired by the legislative revocation 
of the franchise after the disclosure and 
proof of corruption. 


But whatever may

LONDON, Feb. 12.—In the opinion of pub- 
lic men the alliance just concluded between 
Great Britain and Japan is a threat against 
the peace of the world. By it Great Brit- 
ain escapes from the position of ‘splendid 
isolation’ in which t&e continental powers 
have so long held her. The import and 
purpose of all European diplomacy and na- 
tional effort will be changed, and the old 
question of the “balance of power” is 


bound to be revised. 

Russia, first of all, 1s threatened. The 
guarantee of the integrity of the Chinese 
empire appears to cut off all her efforts to 
annex the great northwestern province of 
Manchuria, through which the Czars gov- 
ernment is building a railroad to me yd an 
outlet to the Pacific for their trans-S.berian 
line that will be free of ice at all seasons 
of the year, and whose territory is said to 
be the richest in all mimeral products 0o/ 
any in China. : 

Beer since the Boxer outbreak in China 
Russia has been striving to secure this 
province by means of an independent treaty 
with the Chinese. Encouraged by the Brit- 
ish, the Japanese and the United S'‘ates, 
China has so far succeeded in avoiding the 
signing of such a treaty. 

he protests of the other foreign powers 
against Russia were based upon assurance 
of an “open door” for all Chinese trade, 
given at the instance of the United 5 ates 
when the powers entered into a concert to 
interfere in China and’ put down the rebel- 
lion of the anti-foreign fanmtics. 

Russia is charged, as against her.own d2- 
nials. of wishing to secure all Manchuria, 
despite the understanding among the pow- 
ers that no one of them should attempt to 
increase its holdings of territory in China 
as the outgrowth of the troubles in that 
empire or the payment of indemnities to 
foreigners. 

Russia now holds Manchuria. There is an 
army of occupation, several strategic points 
have been strongly. fortified, and Russian 
civil officers have control of the entire gov- 
ernment. It is reported that the line of 
railway across the country from Nieu- 
chang, the principal seaport, to the true 
Russian border, is ng pushed toward 
completion, and that trains with troops cai 
be run straight across from Moscow to that 
point over the trans-Siberian by autumn. 

Japan, too; has steadily opposed Russia 


position in the Kingdom 


in both China and Corea. Japan proposed 
at the close of her war with China to se- 


' cure as the fruits of her victory a fcothold 


‘in China, and wished at least to secure @ 
of Corea that 
would exclude al! ofher rations. Russia 
stepped in and thwarted both these designs. 
Since then the relations of the two nations 
have been strained. 

‘They have been verv close to war on two 
or+three occasions, owing tc serious diplo- 
matic quarrels about the dominant influ- 
ence in the Corean capital. Japan went so 
far in April of last year as to mobilize a 
portion of her army for the purpose, it was 
reported, of occupying the Hermit kingdom 
am! annexing it. 

If the.two new allies should be drawn into 
a war with Russia in the East, France, it 
seems certain, must be drawn into it, for 
she has an offensive and defensive alliance 
with Russia. 

With these four nations involved in war, 
Germany, Augtria and Italy, still bound 
by the triple alliance, would be in a posi- 
tion to assert their power and could carry 
out any polity of their own aggrandizement 
they might choose. All three of them have 
interests in China and all of them are em- 
barked in vast schemes of colonization in 
which Great Britain alone is their rival. 

The interests of the United States are 
those of trade alune. Manchuria has for 
years been a heavy purchaser of American 
gross in cotton, fron, steel and other lines. 

here has been some trade, too, with Corea, 
and at one time citizens of the United 
States were practically in control of its 
government, being employed as expert ad- 
Visers and teachers at the court of the 
ayy Lately their places have been taken 
by Russians and Jananese. 

There is no doubt whatever in the minds 
of British statesmen, that this alliance 
marks one of the most important diplomat- 
fe steps taken in recent times. 

Che liberal afternoon newspapers 
the alhance with mixed feelings and the 
conservative organs generally applaud it. 
The St. James Gazette (conservative) ex- 
presses “‘modified rupture at this wide de- 
parture from British traditional policy,’’ 
but finds solace inthe thoufht that the 
policy and interests of the United States 
are identical with those of Great Britain and 
Japan, and concludes 

“Perhaps we shall find, when the policy

the United States is formally or informally 
a party to the league of peace in the far 
east. At any rate, no effort should 
spared to secure its adhosion.’’ 

The Westminster Gazette thinks the al- 
liance can be fairly termed offensive and 
defensive, sSeys that it therefore has a 
dangerously wide extension and concludes 
that 1t looks like a rather hasty answer to 
European hostility. : 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister 
here, who signed the treaty in behalf of 
Japan, in an interview published today, de- 
clared that the Anglo-Japanese treaty was 
not directed especially against Russia, bo’ 
undoubtedly Manchuria was within i§& 
scope.

Article 1. The high contracting powers (Great Britain and Japan), having mutu- 
ally recognized the independence of China and Corea, declare themselves 
entirely uninfluenced by any aggressive tendencies in either country.

Art. 3. If, in the above event, any other power or powers should join in hos- 
tilities against that ally, the other contracting party will come to its assistance, 
and will conduct war in common and make peace in mutual agreement with it. 

Art. 4. The contracting parties agree that neither of them wiil, without con- 
sulting the other, enter into separate arrangements with another power to the 
prejudice of the interests above described.

‘To me the alliance has the appearance 
more of an accentuation of a very strong 
community of interest between England and 
Japan than anything else. The effect of 
it will be to increase British prestige in 
the far East and to emphasize the import- 
ance of Japan as one of the civilized coun- 
tries of the world. 

“T do not regard it as significant that 

only two countries of those interested in 
China are parties to the alliance. Of course, 
I cannot tell whether the United States or 
any other power would have joined in such 
an alliance or not. 
“It is impossible to tell now whether the 
alliance will have any effect on the policy 
of the others powers in China. It is too 
early to tell that vet. It is very difficult 
to express an opinion of any value upon 
the reading of a mere summary of an im- 
portant paper lIike that. 

“On general principles, and speaking with 
an imperfect knowledge of the contents of 
the agreement, I should say the agreement 
will be stronelv conducive to peace in 
China. It should not create any conflict, 
for. as I haywe said. it is not directed ag- 
gressively against Russia or any other 
poweér.’’ 


NOTIFYING THE UNITED STATES. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Mr. Tikahara, 
the Japanese minister to Washington, to- 
day ealled at the state department and noti- 
fied Seeretary Hay of the signature of the 
treaty between Great Britain and Japan, 
made public yesterday in England, bind- 
ing the two-nations to joint action to main- 
tain the integrity of China and Corea. The 
assent of the United States is net neces- 
sary to this agreement, but if it were it 
probably would not be withheld, for it is 
pointed out that the treaty is precisely in 
line with the aims of the state department, 
as fully disclosed in the notes published by 
it from time to time. It is again stated 
that there has been no joint action between 
the lUnite® States and the two powers 
named, yet it is a fact that the preamble 
to the ne wtreaty might be regarded as al- 
most a paraphrase of the position of the 
United States toward the Manchurian ques- 
tion as enttaciated in Secretary Hay’s note 
to the Russian ambassador here.

THE BOY HIMSELF SUGGESTED 
THE CURLY DOG’S Wvvu.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—“I do not care 
whether it is dog's hair or any other sort 
so long as my little boy comes back to me 
with his laughing face and glad heart,” 
said Mrs. John Trammer when asked about 
the unusual surgical operation that her 9- 
year-old boy Otto has just undergone at 
Flower Hospital. 

“They have grafted a patch from his 
dog’s back right on the top of his head,” 
she said, “and the hair is growing as 


luxuriantly and as thickly as it would if 
it were his own.’ 

Otto Trammer, a bright little chap, was 
at play with cbitavan on Christmas eve 
when a trolley car ran him dowa, rolLed 
him over and finally drags <@ him © feet 
under the fender. One and an arm 
were broken and several ribs fractured. A 
patch of his scalp was torn off and left in 
the street, while what remaincd of his head 
covering hung by the skin on his neck. 
The scalp was drawn back into place and 
fastened. His broken bones were set. For 
two weeks he disturbed the patients in the 
Surgical ward by his delirious moans, 
When he came to himself itt was found that 


his co lar bone was also broken. This was ' 


set and he began to mend; but he had no 
hair or flesh on a piece of his skuil six 
inches square.

Dr. Wilcox, ‘ani that is to graft some hair 
onto his’ head,’’’ expiained his happy 
eatnet when a reporter asked her about it

so that he sat up in bed and p.ayed a gu d 
deal. One of his playfellows wan Fritz, the 
hospital dog.. The. nurses had given Fritz 
to Otto. One day when I went to see Otto 
I found him with excitement shining in his 
eyes. It had occurred to him to a 
to give up part of his skin with the hair 
on it, instead of scalping me, his mother. 
| He had asked the surgeon and the sur eo 
/said he beileved it could be done i 
were wiling to try it. We were, and yo 
the dog was chloroformed and six inches 
of his skin, with the long, wavy bla 
hair on it, was cut off with the thin fles 
under it and grafted onto poor Otto's bald 
cranium. 

“After it was done the surgeons were not 
so sure it would succeed, but when Otto 
came out of the chloroform and was told 
that the hair was on his head he was de- 
lighted and said he would make it grow 
And it did grow. Dr. Wilcox told me that 
it was the only case in America whére a 
dog’s skin had been grafted upon a hu- 
man being’s head, and he wag not sure 
that it was done right. But the other day 
when I went up to see him the cast had 
been taken off and the hair was found to 
be finely grafted and growing. Of course 
it will not part in the middle yet, but that 
will come with time. I am satisfied to know 
he has hair at all. It is soft and silky and 
shines like ebony. There is a li tie wave t 
it and when his hair is combed over an 
lies on top and blends with the dog’s hair 
the scars of his accident will all be cov- 
ered up.’
